News of the passing of Dei Breece. Cocoanut Grove. Florida. 
March 2S, is sure to bring fond memories to minds of old tim ers 
af this area 43 years ago They will remember a boy, who was to 
become one af the best card manipulators in the world, and a 
m aster of sleight-of hand, as he struggled to learn the arts af the 
craft 
Del, who adopted the name for stage purposes, was born in 
Philadelphia. Indiana, in 1915 and moved with his family to 
Rushville about ten years later Known to local residents as 
Dale, he graduated from Rushville High School in 1932, having 
lettered in football 
During the 1930 s vaudeville was at IU zenith, and almost all 
shows featured a magician in the cast lf the magician became 
good enough, he would have his own show, together with his 
entourage and special railroad cars to transport his equipment 
Del became enamoured of this life and journeyed to In 
dis na polis as often as he could to see the magicians of the day 
and came to know some of them personally He idolized Houdim 
Finding he possessed raw talent for magic, the perform ers 
encouraged him to pursue his interest They showed his special 
dexterity exercises and how to develop certain muscles of the 
hand and fingers by squeezing rubber balls 
Del had large hands And for most of his high school years he 
worked to develop those hands, working mast of his waking 
hours at exercises and squeezing balls. Understanding teachers 
perm itted him to carry on his exercises, so long as it did not 
interfere with his studies By graduation time he had developed 
marvelous, expressive hands, 


Life was not dull for classm ates with Del around Almost daily 
he tried out new tricks on them Between the acts of a class play 
at the Graham Annex, he advanced lo the center of the stage 
without props or assistants He dazzled the audience with silks, 
flourishes of card fans, a variety of tricks, and the productions 
of articles As a finale, he reached up in the air and grasped a 
bottle of coke. Tasting it, he shook his head and set the bottle on 
the floor He reached out in front of him and seemed surprised to 
be holding a large whisky bottle. Sampling the contents, he 
grimaced and set it down also. Then suddenly he had a three- 
gallon pail of water in his hand Drinking from it with a tin cup, 
he registered satisfaction and walked off the stage. He also 
displayed his talents at the high school gym, where, standing on 
the stage, he sailed ordinary playing cards the length of the floor 
into the seats at the south end. 
Leaving Rushville in January 1933, with no more than $21) in 
his pocket, a suitcase full of tricks and a change of clothing, but 
with the conviction that he could conquer the world, Del at first 
found the going rough Vaudeville was vanishing, giving way to 
talking pictures, and with it the loss of possible work in those 
spots A person with less courage would have given up and 
returned home But not Del 
He was to adjust his act to night club and supper club 
exhibitions He traveled extensively throughout the country and 
Canada, wherever booking agents found work for him Even 
tually he carved out a name for himself He became a suave 
performer and earned more money His trail led to South 
America and to voyages on ocean liners He took time out as a 
Navy torpedo bomber pilot in World War II and then returned to 
the circuit After the war he MC’d floor shows at the Blackstone 
Hotel in Chicago for several months 


Eventually Del would up in the Miami area, where he and his 
wife, Dolly, of Alabama, and sons Dale and Marcus lived for the 
past 25 years. He performed mostly in the Miami Beach hotels 
and on TV commercials Being in that area suited Del very well, 
for he loved boats and skin diving in the ocean. 
A favorite trick that he like to show his friends and close 
acquaintances was showing the top two cards of a deck and then 
dealing out several cards from the top. When the hands were 
turned over, the two cards were missing He would then show 
them to still be on top of the deck He was so good at this that it 
was not possible to detect him at dealing from the second or 
third card from the top, or from the first or second card from the 
bottom But, being a man of high principles, he was never 
known to misuse his talents 
A member of the Society of American Magician, he was also a 
sol.d citizen in his community He was past district governor and 
past president of the Cocoanut Grove Exchange Club and a 
member of the Bryan Memorial United Methodist Church in 
Cocoanut Grove. 
Persons in this aiea who knew him and always looked forward 
to his hospitality in Florida will miss Del very much.

WASHINGTON (UPI) All along I ve had 
a feeling there was something incongruous 
about the laboratory tests that led to the 
proposed ban on saccharin 
But I couldn't put my finger on what was 
am iss until I cam e across a press release 
from the Citizens for Saccharin Committee 
Then it all cam e clear. 
The reason the tests seemed off base lo us 
Americans is because they were conducted 
with Canadian rats. 
As the com m ittee pointed out, “Canadian 
rats are not the sam e as American rats 
“ Rats are affected by clim atic conditions, 
different physical characteristics (depending 
where and how they live), different life 
styles, hair type, teeth structure and eat 
different kinds of garbage and other edibles. 
“So any rat tests should be m ade on 
American rats conducted by United States 
scientists " 
Let us not succumb to blind patriotism in 
his m atter. 
The com m ittee did not say, and I certainly 
am not suggesting, that American rats are 
necessarily better than Canadian rats. 
I'm sure Canadian rats are okay -in their 
place 
Canadian 
rats 
probably 
s u i t 
Canadians just fine, and they ’re entitled 
Nevertheless, 
without getting 
into 
the 
question 
of national 
rodent 
superiority, 
there's no blinking away the differences 
cited by the com m ittee 
I was particularly struck by the reference 
to different life styles. 


American 
rats, 
as 
we 
know, 
a r e 
fundamentally 
homebodies 
Hearth 
and 
family m ean a lot to them 
Steadiness, 
dependability, 
m oderation 
— 
those 
are 
words that spring to mind when we think of 
American rats. 
Canadian rats, on the other hand, tend to 
be rather frivolous Scurrying about at all 
hours of the night M agnetized by the bright 
lights Letting tomorrow take care of itself 
That sort of thing 
I daresay the average Canadian rat is 
basically just as robust a specimen as his 
American counterpart when he is in tiptop 
shape 
It could well be, however, that hedonistic 
dissipation 
has 
rendered 
Canadian 
rats 
more susceptible to possible carcinogens in 
saccharin than A m erican rats would be. 
Then there is the question of diet 
It is doubtful 
that 
Canadian garbage 
contains anyw here near as much saccharin 
as American garbage Thus Canadian rats 
would not have had opportunities to build up 
imm unities or natural resistance to any 
harm ful ingredients in the sugar substitute 
To repeat, I have nothing whatsoever 
against Canadian rats If I were a Canadian, 
I’m sure I would feel wary toward any 
substance that produced adverse reactions 
in Canadian rats 
But when American interests are involved, 
it is not being unduly jingoistic to ask, 
•What s wrong with using good ol’ American 
rats?"

This apparent paradox ti the opinion of 
Dr Herbert Levine, professor of economics 
at the University of Pennsylvania and an 
authority on Soviet economics and planning 
Levine told a recent symposium sponsored 
by Sperry Rand Corp there ti a large body 
of opinion in the United States opposed to 
im provem ent of trade relations with the 
Soviet Union. 
“ And I think this is the real m eaning of 
the Jackson am endm ent, that Jackaon was 
able to draw upon these anti-Soviet feelings 
and was able to put an overt challenge to 
Soviet sovereignty into the law ," Levine 
said 
The am endm ent, nam ed for Sen 
Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., linked the granting of 
“most favored nation” trading rights for the 
Soviet Union with that country’s policy on 
Jewish em igrants The Soviet Union rejected 
the dem and it give guarantees on levels of 
Jew ish em igration 
“One aspect of the C arter adm inistration's 
approach on human rights can be viewed as 
as a separation of the concern of Am ericans 


for 
hum an 
right* 
in 
Russia 
f r o m 
negotiations," Levine said 
“ It is going to be very difficult 
for 
senators to attack an adm m u frat ion brit 
that calls for norm alization of relations with 
the Soviet Union, that calls for most favored 
nation treatm ent, on the grounds that our 
foreign policy ti im m oral, that we a re not 
concerned with these moral issues,” he said. 
“The President has established b u case, 
and if he can win that battle by getting the 
Russians to accept b u idea of non linkage 
(between hum an rights and negotiations), I 
think he has a m uch better chance than the 
previous adm inistration of getting (trade 
norm alization) through." 
On the possible Soviet reaction to the 
human rig h u issue, Levin sa id : “ My feeling 
is that as we all — the Russians and this 
country and the West Europeans — get used 
to President C arter’s expressed concerns, 
and they don't come as rapidly or as 
continuously and it just becomes part of 
U.S. 
policy, 
that 
negotiations 
with 
the 
Russians will continue " 
Levine said the Soviet Union considered 
norm alization of trade relations with the 
West, and especially with the United States, 
as “very im portant." 
“They want to be accepted as a modern 
industrial nation with all of the privileges 
that other modern industrial nations give

e Human Affairs Committee but she said in 
an interview, “ Being in the Senate was a 
brand new experience. My work in the 
House helped m e in developing legislative 
expertise but the Senate is more dem ocratic 
than the House. You can call (tov'n your bills 
and not wait for the speaker to hand them 
(town.” 
“ I felt the Senate would give m e an 
opportunity to build up credibility as a 
hum an being,” she explained However, she 
said that because of the emotionalism over

She explained 
that she underwent radium treatm ent for a 
stom ach cancer prior to a recent operation 
for what proved to be a benign tumor. 
Three of the four am endm ents adopted in 
a conference com m ittee on the bill were 
those offered by Miss Carson and one was 
that offered by Rep. Danny Burton, R- 
Indianapolis, the chief House sponsor 
Miss Carson said she has not been so 
successful with her own bills.

spring wells under control In 
Wyoming 
Mast are on state 
land in nearby Hot Springs

The 
hot 
mineral 
water 
artesian well is about SOO feet 
from the VanNorman home 
The water, which ta about ISS 
degrees Fahrenheit, is piped 
into the house where it flows 
through two four-inch pipes 
running alang the outside of the 
basement ceiling Geothermal 
heat radiates through the two- 
story house through registers 
on the first floor 
"We don't have lo use any 
other heel," said Mrs VanNor 
man “On hoi days we even 
have to open ow windows 
' People come lo the house 
and see the windows open and 
think we're slightly wasteful " 
The house has used geol her 
mal heal since it was built in 
1930 The VanNormans bough! 
the house and updated the 
heating system in IMS 
They now are revising the 
system again to box in the 
pipes that circle the basement 
ceiling and lay pipes along the 
basement floor to heat ii, too 
"The people who first built 
the house started this (geoiher 
mal healing)," Mrs VanNor­ 
man said. ll wasn’t a complete 
success, bul the house was 


always heated 
“The first system we put in 
worked beautifully. It was a 
success beyond our expecta­ 
tions " 
Mrs VanNorman said they 
have no way of measuring 
water flowing from the well It 
comes lo the surface of the well 
without pumping 
The only coat involves re­ 
placement of pipes about every 
nine years because they cor 
rode from the mineral rich hot 
water 
VanNorman thinks the heat­ 
ing 
system 
adds 
to 
the 
property's value 
In addition to heating the 
house, the water is used for 
washing and cooking, heating a 
greenhouse, 
supplying 
the 
sprinkler system and irrigating 
hayfields 
Overflow 
empties 
into the Big Horn River via a 
runoff system 
"I use it for cooking." Mrs 
VanNorman said "I think it 
keeps a person healthy ” 
ll also seems to keep animals 
healthy 
The VanNormans' livestock 
drink the water and eat hay 
sprinkled by the water 
"It keeps the cattle disease 
free," Mrs VanNorman said. 
"They never have lice The hay 
and water have all the minerals 
they need " 
She said the cattie have 
become spoiled by the mineral 
water-irrigated hay It evident­ 
ly has a special taste, 
"When we ran out of our 
mineral water hay. the caille 
would just look at the regular 
feed," Mrs VanNorman said 
The hot mineral water also 
serves as a aoli conditioner 
"We raise hay and have 
gardens and lawns irrigated by 
the water," she said "Ifs one 
of the finest fertilizers you can 
imagine 
"We’re saving a lot of money,

elections in July. 


She organized the party, she 
said, to provide government 
representation for women, who 


account for more than half of 
Japan’s HO million people 


Hut the terms of the loan 
were stiff. 
She promised her husband 
she will repay her debt by July 
lf she fails she will either give 
up her feminist activities or 
divorce him 
The 33 year-old physician s 
wife became famous in Japan 
as 
founder 
and 
leader 
of 
Chuptren. a feminist group that 
dons pink helmets to demon 


strate for the rights of women 
She and her husband, Natsuo 
Kiuchi, have been married for 
ll years, but since 1972 Ms 
Kitoki 
has 
primarily 
been 
involved in Ch up lr en, which she 
organized lo oppose Japan’s 
anti abortion law and to support

Hunter’s Long Search

there " Nielsen owns a store, a 
pool hall and gas pumps in 
Hamer. 
Nielsen estimates that more 
than 84 billion in lost treasure 
is 
scattered 
throughout 
the 
United States — robbers loot 
buried by people like Jesse 
James and Ma Barker ' until 
the heat dies down,” but never 
recovered because the robbers 
were shot or hanged before 
they could retrieve it; incredi 
bly 
rich 
gold 
mines 
whose 
owners died without revealing 
their locations; and, ol course, 
the treasure in Mud Lake 
"History says the gold is 
buried there and the metal 
detectors prove it,” he said. 
Nielsen said a stagecoach 
bound for Salt Lake City was 


attacked 
by 
the 
notorious 
Updike and Guineas gang in 
1865 
Four of its passengers 
were killed and the driver was 
knocked unconscious 


Nielsen said at least lino,duo 
in valuables was taken from 
the wealthy passengers, along 
with 880.(MN) in gold bullion from 
the stage’s strongbox 
The driver and the surviving 
passengers made it to McCam­ 
mon, Idaho, where they told 
their story 
A posse quickly 
formed and tracked the gang to 
the Mud Lake area, Nielsen 
said the outlaws were trapped 
next to its murky waters 
"The robbers threw the gold 
in the lake, but somehow the 
posse 
couldn’t 
pinpoint 
the 
exact spot,” he said. 
Nielsen is convinced the gold 
is still in the muddy bottom of 
the lake, or buried in lake fill 
He said he has spent 87,(NM) 
looking for it 
" I thought this winter we d 
have it, but we didn t. We ll 
start 
searching 
again 
this 
summer when the lake gets 
down a little ” 
Nielsen said he would have to 
pay inheritance taxes on the 
find but added, " Ifs still worth 
digging for."
